Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the inten/iew (if Fonn is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Fonn will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: 

May 30, 2006: 

Discussed with Mr. Campbell the possibility of incorporating the claim limitation of claim 8, namely "wherein the heating 
[of claim 1] comprises heating the injectable composition at greater than or equal to about 105 C," into independent 
claim 1. Mr. Campbell also inquired about incorporating factor of sterilization values (i.e., Fo = 1 or greater) into 
independent claim 1 so as to further distinguish said claim from the cited prior art. Non-patent literature pertaining to 
factor of sterilization values was requested to aid in the patentability determination. 

June 15, 2006: 

Discussed with Mr. Campbell the proposed claim amendments that were submitted on June 5, 2006. It was mentioned 
to Mr. Campbell that a claim limitation of a factor of sterilization value equivalent of about 1 or greater reads on the 
teachings of the Grote '353 patent, in view of the Lewis RG, "Practical Guide to Autoclave Validation," Pharmaceutical 
Engineering, 8 pages (July/August 2002) journal article, even if the temperatures taught in the Grote '353 patent would 
require extremely long heating times or durations to obtain said factor of sterilization value equivalent. 

June 22, 2006: 

During a final review of the prior art, a reference was uncovered, namely U.S. Pre-Grant Patent Application Publication 
2003/0092933 (hereinafter the Chen *933 publication), which was discussed in detail with Mr. Campbell. Upon 
consulting with Mr. Sreenivasan Padmanabhan, it was determined that said reference did not constitue prior art under 
35 use 102 or 103, as said reference teaches a process for the preparation of a crystalline form of gabapentin 
dehydrate, whereas the amended claims of the instant invention, which were received on June 16, 2006, are drawn to 
a process for preparing an injectable pharmaceutical composition comprising gabapentin. 
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
